Under the proposal, unveiled last 
month, the state’s two university sys- 
tems would receive more taxpayer 
funding for fiscal 1994-95. The sys- 


tems would, however, be expected to 
raise fees in order to make up past cuts 
and keep up with rising costs. 

CSU could get slapped with a $342 
fee hike for undergraduates and $432 
for graduate students, raising the annu- 
al tuition fee from $1,440 to $1,782 
next school year. UC students, on the 
other hand, face a much steeper 
increase — $620, bringing yearly fees 
to $4,347, 


~CSU fees have increased 191 per-~ 


cent since 1983, and UC fees have 
increased 261 percent over the same 
period. 

Community college students will 
not escape the increase. Fees could go 
up from $13 to $20 a unit, pushing

» EMERGENCY: 
CSUF officers lend a 
hand at quake-ravaged 
Cal State Northridge by 
helping maintain order 
amid chaos.

After Cal State Northridge was 


rocked by the devastating 6.6 earth- 
quake, Cal State Fullerton police and 


personnel arrived on the San Fernando 


Valley campus to do one thing — 
help. 

Police officers from CSUF were 
immediately sent to the sister campus 
to help re-establish its communications 
system. Because it was uncertain 
whether the police department was sta- 
ble, CSUF's mobile command post 
trailer was activated in front of the 
building. 


“We sent a Couple GFolticers down ~ 


to call back and let us know-what was 
going on,” Sgt. Jess Lopez said. CSUF 
police then notified the Chancellor's 
Office of the conditions in Northridge. 

. The day the temblor hit, Lopez said 
he and other officers were stationed 
throughout the campus to patrol for 
looters and relieve officers controlling 
trattic. 

- Public safety officers from through- 
out CSU were sent to the campus as 
part of the CSU critical-response unit. 
Northern campuses transferred two 
officers to the earthquake site, while 
CSUF and other local state universities 
sent two officers for the day shift aad 
two for night duty. 

“Their dedication is outstanding,” 
Lopez said. “Their stamina while out 
there for long hours is outstanding.” 

‘By the time CSUF officers were 
deactivated from duty last Wednesday, 
all of them had helped maintain order 
at Cal State Northridge. 

-“Because school is starting, our 
need is here.again. Other personnel 
will go there,” Lopez said. “They ane 
building a fence around the campus.” 

“But police were not the only people 
from CSUF lending assistance at the 
Northridge campus. Environmental 
Health and Safety sent three volun- 
teers for two days to assess damage 
caused by chemical spills and help 

_ with cleanup. 

*“We really helped out with the 
assessment,”. Bob Gill, hazardous 
materials coordinator, said. “They 
have lots. of little spills. The faster you 
can get through assessment, the faster 
ydu can get to the cleaning aspect.”

The morning of shock and ter- 
ror after the Northridge earth- 
quake turned into a morning of 
joy for a Cal State Fullerton 
Public Safety officer who gave 
birth to a baby boy amid the 
chaos, 

After the 6.6 temblor rocked 
Southern California on Jan. 17, 


Officer Patricia Lee, 26, was 
rushed to the hospital at9:15 
a.m. and gave birth to her first 
son, Devon. 

“We're all very happy for her,” 
said fellow Public Safety officer 
and friend Karen Cluff. 

Lee was at her San Dimas 
home when the earthquake 


struck, but rushed in to begin her 
shift at 7 a.m, amid reports of 
damage and safety checks at 
CSUF. 

Officers were roaming the 
campus looking for earthquake- 
related damage, and Lee was at 
the helm of the department's 
communications center.

“Her water broke at about 9:15 
a.m., and we rushed her fo the ” 
hospital,” Cluff said. “She had 
the baby about an hour later.” 

Lee was transported to San 
Dimas Community Hospital and 
gave birth to her son at 10:45 
a.m. without complications.

Officials 
re-evaluate 
earthquake

Cal State Fullerton officials began 
meeting last week to update their 
earthquake emergency-preparation 
plan after reviewing damage at the 
Cal State Northridge campus. 

Sgt. Robert Baker, head of the 
emergency-preparedness plan at 
CSUF, said this is the first time a 


ff CSU campus has suffered extensive 


damage due to an earthquake. 

“We've had very little experience 
with (earthquakes) in the CSU sys- 
tem, and there are a lot of unforeseen 
issues that have come up,” Baker 
said. “We're taking steps to adjust - 
our plan to handle problems like 
those (Cal State Northridge) encoun- 
tered.” 

Administrators who observed the 
disaster response at Cal State 
Northridge met with the emergency- 
management team to discuss possi- 
ble alternatives to the current plan. 

Specifically, Baker said, there will 
be a concentration on improving 
emergency communications. When 
all the phone lines at Cal State 
Northridge were inoperative, offi- 
cials there sought the help of CSUF 
‘by borrowing a mobile command 
post trailer, he said. 

Baker stressed the difficulty of 
preparing a set response plan for a 
natural disaster because of the vary- 
ing degrees of damage possible. 

“We really have to evaluate the 
damage and then react on a case-by- 
case basis,” he said. “There's no 
specific plan that will work for all 
situations.” 

The most valuable earthquake 
preparation plan for residents in 
“earthquake country” is to take 
responsibility for oneself, Baker said. 

“T always stress that pedple need 
to have an emergency-preparedness 
pack in their car that will provide 
both mental and emotional insurance ° 
and give them the dynamic energy to 
deal with a disaster,” he said. 

*- Colleen Wilkins, CSUF environ- 
mental and health safety assistant, 

said the emergency-management | 
team on campus is well equipped to 
__deal_with.a disaster, but personal pre-.__.._. 
paredness is still important. 

Wilkins suggested the following 
items be included in an emergency 
car kit:

The collapse of a”Cal State 
~Nortlitidae parking’ swiictire daring 
the recent earthquakes left many Cal 
State Fullerton dorm residents shaken. 

But the possibility of the same kind 
of damage hitting CSUF never 
occurred to most residents. 

Their ambivalence can be mostly 
attributed to fact that the dorm park- 
ing structure was under renovation 
during January, bringing it up to 
earthquake standards. 


“T don’t feel any more worried here - 


than I would anywhere else,” said 
Ken Cooper, dorm resident and senior 
history major. 

Jay Bond, associate vice president 
of facility planning and construction, 
said the multilevel parking structure 
had some “minor seismic deficien- 
cies.” 

The $300,000 renovation was part 
of a CSU systemwide project in 
which all parking structures were 
reviewed. 

CSUF'’s “was in very good condi- 
tion, relative to many others,” he said.

Bond said San Jose State and San 
Diego State were two of the many 
CSU campuses planning renovations, 
funded through a CSU dormitory rev- 
enue-housing fund. 

Furthermore, Bond said he didn’t 
know if CSUN officials were plan- 
ning a renovation, but added that their 
structure was a fairly new one. 


built in 1988, Last year, its stair tow- 


_ers were strengthened because of 


damage it sustained during an earth- 
quake. The second phase of renova- 
tion began in December to add more 
support. 

“We're strengthening the overall 
structure to make it more earthquake 
resistant for the future,” said Mike 
Smith, director of design and con- 
struction, 

Smith said they were also painting 
and adding new handrails, giving the 
structure a different look. 

The CSUF structure did not sustain 
any damage in the Northridge quake. 

Resident Adviser Lynn Garcia said 
residents didn’t have to be evacuated 
and some apartments only had minor 


‘damage, including gas leaks. 


After the quake, some residents 
gathered in the recreation room to 
watch the news. 

“I think that some of them just 
didn’t want to be alone,” Garcia said.

She told him that their Simi Valley 
home, located 10 miles west of the 
epicenter, was severely damaged and 
a 372-foot block wall in his backyard 
had collapsed. His garage was con- 
demned by the city because ceiling 
beams snapped. Total damage has 
been estimated at $40,000. 

“Inside, there are a lot of cracks

and splits in the drywall and plaster,” 
Hawking said. “Everything standing 
came down. Bookcases, everything. 
We lost many personal possessions, 
but can still stay there (though). 

“There are things that you accumu- 
late over a period of time that are not 
replaceable. It’s part of the equation of 
going through this.” 


Hawking is currently waiting to 
begin the rebuilding process. 

“We have applied for some finan- 
cial aid through (the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency) 
and federal aid,” Hawking said. “But 
so far, (how much and when) has yet 
to be determined.”

The 6.6 Northridge earthquake jolted a 


at their Cal State Northridge dormitories, 
sending them half-dressed into a vacant 
field as buildings collapsed around them. 

At Cal State Fullerton, the residence 
hall staff was thankful the quake didn’t 
cause any damage to their facilities. Yet, 
they had a longing to help those who 

“ were not as fortunate. 

After talking to Roger Scranton, resi- 
dent director of the CSUF dormitories, 
the exchange students were bused to the 
CSUF dormitories. They arrived at 5 
p.m. with stories of the quake. 

“Everything went dark and I tried to 
run for the door. But the force of the 
shaking pushed me back,” said exchange 
student Ricardo Collela, who said the 
group arrived the day before the quake. 

Zeuler Moreira, another exchange stu- 
dent, recalled images of a gas station 
exploding in the distance as the group 
evacuated their dorms. 

“T would look one place and see fire in 
the sky and then another place and see 
fire in the sky,” Moreira said.

Nineteen of the students were so 
frightened that they fled the Los Angeles 
area the next day. 

“Most of us wanted to forget L.A.” 
Collela said. “We wanted to go any- 
where — New York, Miami, Las 
Vegas.” 

Those who stayed behind showed 
appreciation toward their new friends by 
making members of the staff an authen- 
tic Brazilian dinner.

one who wears glasses? If we were wild, we would 
all have perfect vision, because those without it 
would be consumed by a predator. 

This is good, of course. The ability to prevent 
deaths in our own species, and others, is great. We 
should allow any research that prolongs our lives. 

But should we be allowed to use genetics to 
alter ourselves only for cosmetic reasons? Couldn't 
that lead to breeding people for specific purposes?

Just in time for spring cleaning, the 
Cal State Fullerton Foundation will be 
moving to anew location off campus. 

Administrative offices currently in 
the Mahr House will relocate to the 
first floor of the Hunt-Wesson build- 
ing on the corner of Nutwood and 
Commonwealth avenues sometime 
before April t, Bill Dickerson, 
Foundation director said. 

The new office space, directly 
across Nutwood Avenue from 
Langsdorf Hall, will fead to more 
effective communications and admin- 
istration he said.

In addition to the employees work- 
ing in Mahr House, which is located to 
the south of Lot B, Foundation admin- 
istrative staff is housed in the Titan 
Bookstore.

Dickerson said the task force is also 
working on an effort to form a consor- 
tium to share the affordable housing 
project with a dozen colleges and uni- 
versities. This consortium could occu- 
py a significant portion of the Olinda 
Heights development to be built in 
Brea, 

“From all indications this project is 
going to work out well for everyone, 
including the city of Brea and CSUF,” 
Dickerson said. 

The Foundation is also responsible 
for all CSUF food services, including 
this semester's two new additions: a 


salad bar and the introduction of 
Snapple beverage products on cam- 
pus. 

Dickerson said a salad bar was con- 
structed to the left of Togo’s 
Sandwiches over the winter break in 
response to student suggestions. 

“A salad bar was the most frequent- 
ly requested item for the (University 
Center) food court,” he said. 

Despite the presence of the salad 
bar, Dickerson added, prepackaged 
salads will continue to be sold for the 
convenience of on-the-go students, 

Studeiits will also be able to buy 
Snapple on campus this semester. 

Dickerson said the flavored iced 
teas and fruit juices will be available 
in the food court, Titan Shops, 
Emporium, Brief Stop and vending 
machines.

Foundation is Titan Shops, which is

copy center, Dickerson said.

Carl's Jr. wasn't about to sit on its 
buns and watch competing fast-food 
restaurants take in all the dough. 

It seems its main competitors — 
McDonald’s and Taco Bell — have 
found the key to success in a shaky 
economy: low prices. 

And for Anaheim-based Carl's Jr. 
that meant an 11 percent dip in sales 


during the firgt nine months of the 
fiscal year, according to numbers | 
posted late last year. 

As a result, Carl’s Jr. — touted as 
a tastier alternative to other fast-food 
restaurants — plans to slash prices 
this year and market itself as a value- 
oriented chain. 

Here at Cal State Fullerton, the 
first university in the country to own 
a fast-food franchise, those lower 
prices may or may not be reflected in 
the menu, said Bill Dickerson, execu- 
tive director of the Foundation, 
which owns the campus Carl’s Jr. 

“Offering specials and value-ori- 
ented meals is optional,” he said. “It 
depends on the franchise.” 

The hamburger chain’s plans to

recoup sales losses is part of its over-

Understanding that external fund 
raising is vital to the survival of 
state universities in the '90s, Cal 
State Fullerton’s office of 
University Advancement has creat- 
ed a new, private foundation to 
manage and distribute funds gath- 
ered from outside donations, 

“The new Foundation’s greatest 
meaning to the university is the 
absolute protection of the donor and 
the donor’s interest,” said Harry 
Gianneschi, vice president of 
University Advancement and cre- 
ator of the Foundation. “As a pri- 
vate entity, the president, the uni- 


no jurisdiction over the money. The 
Foundation has complete control.” 

The Foundation is the only one of 
its kind in the CSU. 

On a statewide level, the CSU 
Board of Trustees may soon be 
looking into creating a foundation- 
based advancement system, possi- 
bly using Gianneschi’s plan as a 
prototype. 

“In this generation of CSU fund 
raising, we are the builders,” 
Gianneschi said. 

The Foundation will be in opera- 

~ tion about the middle of the semes- 
ter. 

“We are within 30 to 60 days of 
having the doors open, All we need 
now, is the logistical side to fall 
together,” Gianneschi said. 

"The advantages to having a pri- 
vate foundation run far and wide, 
especially to donors, he said.

While most universities push for 
large donations, CSUF is working 
to form a steady, continuous growth 
pattern. 

“CSUF is not exploding in terms 
of our fund raising,” he said. “But 
we are right where a business 
should be in terms of growth. I’ve — 
seen some institutions explode in 
fund raising, but they have been 
hard pressed to keep the growth, 

“I'd rather have slow growth and 
be able to keep what we've 
obtained because I think down the 
road the university needs to know 
what it can count on in its budget.”

Despite five years of heavy budget 
cuts, spiraling tuition costs and dwin- 
dling enrollment in the state’s higher 
education system, President Milton 
Gordon said students are still receiv- 
ing a quality education — but not 
without some setbacks. 

“Students are still getting the finest 
education possible, and for the best 
cost across the nation,” he said. 


“However, recent budget restrictions 
have impacted a lot of areas of Cal 
State Fullerton. Until we stabilize it, 
there will continue to be impacts. 

“The economy has been severely 
damaged over the fast three to four 
years, and it has hit a fot of segments 
of the state,’ Gordon said. “Without a 
doubt, gradual erosion of the budget 
has harmed the system.” 

These impacts include the January 
proposal by Gov. Pete Wilson to 
increase taxpayer funding to the CSU 
in exchange for a 24 percent student 
fee increase for the 1994-95 school 
year. 

Although the proposal is still on 
the drawing table, undergraduates in 
the CSU system could get slapped 
with a $342 fee hike, and graduate 
students could pay an additional

- worse, Last year, CSU devised a pian 


to make students responsible for 
about one-third of the overall cost and 
for the state to pick up the balance — 
a plan many state colleges in the 
United States follow.

consistent idea of what their share of 
the cost will be,” he said. 

Additionally, fee increases lend to 
greater availability of student finan- 
cial aid, Gordon said. 

“Every year we’ve gotten a fee 
increase, we put 33 to 35 percent of it 
into financial aid,” Gordon said. 
“Financial aid has gone up signifi- 
cantly in terms of what we are paying 
students opposed to what we were 
paying them several years ago.” 

But with an overall CSU fee 
increase of 191 percent since 1983, 


enrollment continues to take a nose-"- 


dive, resulting in more CSU students 
choosing to attend community col- 
leges. 

“T believe ihe decrease (in enroll-

« COLLEGES: Fee 
hikes, fewer classes 
and shaky economy 


_blamed for decrease.

For the third year in a row, 
enrollment in California public col- 
leges and universities decreased, 
with the most significant drop in 
CSU. 

- Overall enrollment at the state’s 
three systems of higher education 
dipped 8 percent — 160,000 — 
this academic year, according to a 
report by the San Jose-based 
California Higher Education Policy 
Center. Although enrollment num- 
bers dropped across the country, 
California's figures aré by far the’ 
worst. 


CSU enrollment figures fell by - 


22,000 this school year and 50,000 
over the last three years, according 
to the report. Community college 
enroilment dropped by !37,000, 
and UC by 2,700. 

Among the reasons for the drop 
are budget cuts, steep fee increases, 
fewer classes and a shaky econo- 
my. These factors put together 
have “dampened aspirations and 
discouraged enrollment,” said 
Patrick M. Callan, executive direc- 
tor of the center. 

He said there is “a higher level 
of public anxiety about the accessi- 
bility and affordability of higher 


education,” and there is “a sense 
that as college has become more 
important, it is moving beyond 
reach.” 

For more than 30 years, 
California has run its public higher 
education systems with an open- 
door policy, making education as 
accessible as possible, Callan said. 

But in the last few years, that 
policy has been sidelined because 
of the state’s grim financial situa- 
tion, he said. As a result, students 
have had to face steep fee increases 
and fewer classes. 


At Cal State Fullerton, enroll- , 


ment has dropped 4 percent since 
last spring. James Blackburn, 
director of admissions and records, 
said that’s not necessarily bad. 

“Fiscally speaking, that’s good 
because we just don’t have the 
resources right now,” he said. - 

For the past three years CSUF 
has been trying to keep enrollment 
figures in line with the funding it 
receives from the state, Blackburn 
said. 

The report cited the CSU’s 
“downsizing” as the primary rea- 
son for the enroliment decline. Last 


_year, the CSU Board of Trustees 


began a new policy of admitting 
only as many students as the state 
will pay for. 

Furthermore, CSU campuses 
enacted a slew of measures to cur- 
tail enrollment, including limiting 
application periods. 

Fifty percent of the 22,000-drop 
in CSU enrollment can be traced to 
the downsizing, the report stated.

a HISTORY: Former 
leader honored at 
Yorba Linda Library 
and Birthplace.

The year was 1969. It was a turbulent 
time in the United States. American sol- 
diers were fighting an unpopular war in 
Vietnam. Urban violence was escalating. 

On Jan. 20, 1969, amid mounting 
international and national tensions, 
Richard Nixon was swom in as the 37th 
president of the United States. 

It was a day Nixon remembers well. 
The weather was cool and brisk — 
typical winter morning in Washington 

DC. 

The Secret Service, fearing for 
Nixon's safety, had insisted he and his 
wife, Pat, ride in a covered car to the 
inauguration instead of an open vehicle 
as other president-elects had. 

The times were changing. 

Twenty-five years later, on a warm, 


sunny California moming, Nixon spoke 
of those changes during a ceremony hon- 
oring the 25th anniversary of his first 
inauguration. 

During the Jan. 20 ceremony at the 
Richard Nixon Library and Birthplace in 
Yorba Linda, Nixon recollected on the 
mood sweeping the nation in 1969, 
when he began the first of two presiden- 
tia} terms. He was re-elected in 1972. 

“The war abroad was matched by a 


war at home,” Nixon said of the prevail. 


ing sentiment of 1969. 

“America was a house divided against 
itself, ..(Nixon) walked straight into the 
fires of adversity,” former Cabinet mem- 
ber William Simon said. 

Simon, along with former President 
Gerald Ford and Cabinet members 
George Shultz, Henry Kissinger and 
William Rogers, paid tribute to Nixon 
during the ceremony. 

As they spoke of Nixon's accom- 
plishments, a group of nearly 20 protest- 
ers, carrying flags and signs, marched 
across the street and shouted for the 
return of soldiers still missing-in-action 
in Vietnam. 

“We just want our brothers home,” 


they chanted. 

The 81-year-old former president tried 
not to Iet the protesters detract from the 
ceremony. 

“Ehope you haven't been distracted 
by some of that background noise out 
there,” Nixon said to the more than | on 
people in attendance. 

“E want to remind the young ‘ie 
out there that I've been heckled by the 
experts,” he said. 

Although Nixon has been credited for 
helping to open relations with China and 
improving those with the Soviet Union, 
he came under fierce attack when the 
Watergate scandal broke. 

The scandal erupted after it was 
uncovered that Nixon aides had arranged 
a break-in at the Democratic headquar- 
ters in the Watergate Hotel. 

The fall-out from the scandal led to 
Nixon’s resignation in 1974. 

“He was buffeted and bruised as no 
leader in our time has ever been,” former 
President Ford said. 

Ford said Nixon survived because of 
his “resolve and resilience,” outlasting 
and sometimes outliving his critics.” 

“We tly live in anew world,” Nixon 


said. “It is a time we should be cele- 
brating victory.” 

However, he added, “It's a mis- 
take to say the Cold War is over and 
the West has won it. The commu- 
nists have lost the Cold War, but the 
West has yet to win it. .. We must 
stand for peace and freedom in its 
broadest essence.” 

During the ceremony, plans were 
announced to build a center aimed at 
pursuing Nixon’s drive for peace 
and freedom. 

Kissinger said the purpose of the 
Center for Peace and Freedom, 
which will have offices in 
Washington and at the Nixon 
Library, is to create a place where 
people of ideas and action can inter- 
act and impact the policy-making 
process by carrying Nixon’s legacy. 

Despite being buffeted and 
bruised, Nixon said his terms as 
president were worthwhile. 

“It’s a long way from Yorba 
Linda to the White House,” he said. 

“Politics is never going to be 
heaven, Sometimes it’s hell, but it 


was worth the trip.”

level so we can pay for actually educat- 
ing students.” 

Wilson’s plan, the largest compo- 
nent of which is education, hinges on 
the assumption that the state will 
receive more than $2 billion in reim- 
bursement from the federal govern- 
ment for services to immigrants. 

The plan, if passed, would provide 
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CSU with a 3.9 percent increase in 
funding, or $57 million. That figure 
falls short of what CSU trustees 
requested — a 14 percent increase, or 
$214 million. 

Although news of impending fee 
hikes may dismay students, CSU 
Chancellor Barry Munitz is glad 
Wilson’s plan won't take moncy away 
trom universities and colleges.

Who tumed down the thermostat? 

That's what many people at Cal State 
Fullerton might be asking as tempera- 
tures in campus buildings dip to below- 
than-normal levels. 

‘The reason is that the South Coast Air 
Quality Management District has 
ordered CSUF to bum no more than 
2,495 therms of natural gas a day, The 
normal level: 4,000 therms. 

AQMD officials issued the order 
because the university’s boilers do not 
meet current air-quality standards, said 
Willem van der Pol, associate director of 
the physical plant. 

The university has been given a per- 
mit to use its current boilers while it 
switches from a gas-based system to an 
electric-based system, a $3-million pro-

nitrous-oxide and sulfur-oxide emissions 
released into the atmosphere. 
The restrictions were not a surprise, 
said Jim Corbett, physical plant manager. 
“We live in an air-pollution basin,” he 
said. “Restrictions are a part of life.” 


“Tf the university uses more than 2,495 ~ problems due to the number of individu-_ 


therms a day, it could “result in a com- 
plete shutdown of the campus heating 


system,” van der Pol said, 

CSUF officials “don’t dare do any- 
thing to take that risk,” said Bob Gill, 
environmental compliance manager. 
“We could not only face a complete 
shutdown, but also a $25,000 fine.” 

That’s why for now, buildings will be 
heated at a reduced level in the morning, 
and heat will be tumed off in the after- 
noon, 

“Our goal is to maintain building tem- 
peratures above 68 degrees,” van der Pol 
said. 

But that’s not a guarantee. 

“Of course, if it’s cold outside, it'll be 
cold inside,” Corbett said. ‘You'll feel it. 
The bottom line is bring a sweater,” 

CSUF has been operating with less 
heat for more than a year, but it doesn’t 
become a factor until the winter months, 
he said. 

“Our main problems may arise aga 
the chilly months,” Gill said. “Here in 
Southem California, that’s pretty much 
January and February.” 

The dramatic shift in temperature will 
be most noticeable in low-occupancy 
areas, such as offices, van der Pol said. 

“Classrooms are not as likely to have 


als in the room — the more people, the 
more heat generated,”’ he said. 


Energy investment pays off — $1 million

The check was not in the mail, 

Instead, officials from Southern 
California Edison Co. hand-deliv- 
ered a $l-million rebate to 
President Milton Gordon. The elec- 
tric company presented the check 
Jan. 21 as part of a program aimed 
at making customers energy-con- 
scious, ; 

“This is one of the largest rebates 
we've handed out,” said Bob 
Bridenberker, vice president of 
Southern California Edison. 

For the past three years, the uni- 
versity has been phasing out old

Daily 
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lighting and heating systems and 
replacing them with energy-effi- 
cient equipment, said Jerry 
Keating, director of public affairs. 

The replacement of the heating 
system will make the university's 
natural gas-based heating system 
completely electric. That is expect- 
ed to be completed by fall. 

The rebate is a testament to Cal 
State Fullerton’s commitment to 
excellence, and it is the first sign 
that the university’s $6-million 
investment on the project is paying 
off, Gordon said. 

“When work on this project 
began, we all had one goal in mind 
— to find cost-effective ways of 
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peaviding energy to this campus,” ‘s 
he said. “With the help of Southern 
California Edison, that goal has 
been achieved.” 

H. Fred Mickelson, regional gen- 
eral manager for the electric com- 
pany, said CSUF’s energy-efficient 
program saves the state money and 
helps other Edison customers as 
well. ; 

“When energy is used efficient- 
ly,” he said, “air quality is 
improved and there is less need to 
build new generating plants.” 

The new equipment will save the | 
university 7.9 million kilowatt | 
hours a year — enough electricity 
for 1,300 homes. 
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coach, who was building a young pro- 
gram and making significant improve- 
ments. 

Attorneys Kirk Boyd and Jared 
Huffman, Jim Huffman’s brother, main- 
tain the former coach wasn’t terminated 
because of poor job performance, but 
because of his successful gender-equity 
lawsuit against the university. 

The former coach alleged the Jan. 28, 
1992, attempt to eliminate the volleyball 
program violated gender-equity require- 
ments in the state Education Code and 
Tittle IX of the Education Amendments. 

The court agreed. On March 20, 
1992, a judge signed a preliminary 
injunction reinstating the volleyball pro- 
gram. The next working day, March 23, 
former associate Vice President of 
Academic Affairs Jack Bedell delivered 
a letter to Huffman stating he was termi- 
nated as of 5 p.m. that day. 

Defense attomey Kevin Gerry, from 
the state Attomey General's office, has 
argued that the decision not to retain 
Huffman was made in November or 


‘December of 1991 and was based’on the’ 


former coach’s job performance. 
Specifically, Gerry highlighted the vol- 
leyball team’s poor record (25-80 from 
1989-91), NCAA violations, the team’s 
academic performance and Huffman’ s 
fund raising efforts. 

The Huffman camp made perhaps its 
biggest gain in the wial last Thursday and 


Friday when former associate Athletics 
Director Steve DiTolla disputed critical 
CSUF testimony. DiTolla testified that 
Shumard said in a Dec. 10, 1991, meet- 
ing that Huffman’s contract would be 
renewed. 

The previous day, Shumard testified 
that the decision was made in December 
1991 and was because of Huffman’s job 
performance. Shumard said that at the 
time he announced the volleyball pro- 
gram was being dropped, he thought it 
would be “humane” to terminate 
Huffman with the sport and not tell the 
coach why he was being fired. 

“We didn’t want to add insult to 
injury,” Shumard said. “It was enough of 
a blow to drop the women’s volleyball 
program. 

“T thought I was doing him a favor” 

DiTolla continued by saying that at a 
March 20, 1992, meeting between 
Bedell, Shumard and associate Athletics 
Director Maryalyce Jeremiah, Bedell 
said, “We need to get rid of that son of a 
bitch. He’s caused enough aggravation.” 

Bedell testified that retaliation wasn’t 
a motivating factor i in terminating

Rogers said a change in scoring 
will alter Delia’s routines in 1994, 
forcing her to take more chances. 

“They've adjusted scoring to 
make it more difficult to score 
high,” he said. “The scores will be 
lower. They did it to try and sepa- 
rate the teams. And to answer that, 
Celeste has increased her difficulty 
to go after higher scores, 

“Early in the year, -we'll be try- 
ing things that are inconsistent, to 
see if they work, so we'll know 
what works (in time for conference 
championships).” 

Another strong returner is Cristi 
Clifford, a sophomore who quali- 
fied as an individual all-arounder 
for the NCAA National 
Championships, where she finished 
28th. 

She finished third in the all- 
around at the West Regional with a 
38.75, and won the Big West bal- 

‘ance beam championship.

‘There have been very few surprises thus far in the Cal State 
Fullerton wrestling season, 

Head coach Ardeshir Asgari said he’s pleased with his 
squad's performance, with the Titans posting an overall record 
of 2-4, and sitting in the middle of the Pac-10 Conference at 2- 
3. 


“Overall Tam very pleased,” Asgari said. “The guys have 
done a really good job so far this season.” 

Leading the pack for the Titans is 126-pounder Jeff Maes, 
currently ranked No. 8 in the nation by Amateur Wrestling 
News. Maes, a senior, has been near-perfect, but was recently 
beaten, 3-1, by the University of Minnesota's Tim Harris, 
ranked fourth by AIWN, 

“Jeff was ranked 20th when we started the season,” Asgari 
said. “And now he is eighth. That is a lot of i improvement for 
him.” 

. _ Maes took home the 126-pound title in the Bakersfield 
Cowboy Classic Jan. 8, in which eight CSUF wrestlers placed. 

Nearly as impressive has been James Goswick at 150 

pounds, The senior captured fifth place in the Oregon Classic 
‘Tournament in Corvallis, Ore, Dec. 29, and followed with a. 
third place finish in the Bakersfield tournament. 

The Titans captured fifth place in the Oregon Classic, which 
featured three teams ranked in the top eight in the nation. 

After recording a victory in their first Pac- lO match Nov. 20, 
the Titans dropped three matches, including two conference

New Product Helps Students. Read Faster 


If you could double or triple your 
reading speed with improved comprehension, 
what would that be worth? Well, a new 
product called the Reading Pacer offers 
exactly that possibility for only $39. 


people don't read enough. While that may be 
true, rarcly do we hear the question, "Why?"

The answer is simple. Most people read ; 


so slowly that the text does not hold their 
interest. The typical adult reads less than 200 
words per minute (wpm). The average 
college student reads 250 wpm. After a 
month with the Reading Pacer, most people 
should read at well over 400 wpm.

reading rate unaided is that it is too easy to 
slow back down. Even worse, if you use 
your conscious mind to force yourself to go 
faster, you will be less effective at absorbihg 
the material you are, trying to read.

How fast will you increase? To double 
your speed after a month, you must improve 
by 2.4% each day. To triple, you must 


increase by 3.7% per day. You can't detect - 


this change from day to day; however, after a 
week or two, you will be reading noticeably 
faster. It's that simple.
